Judge A. L. Kellogg of this city is probably nominated for 


rapveme court justice to succeed Albert H. Sewell of Walton by from 
1,000 to 1,500 plurality over Judge James P. Hill of Chenango county, 
his nearest competitor. The surprise in Otsego at least is that Hill is 
second, it being expected that w?th the big Republican vote in Broome 
county, Tuthill would be second. In that county, however, Parsons, in 
his home county, had 1,596 and Hill 781, leaving Tuthill with only 
about 500 majority, as Kellogg receives in that eountv 309 votes. 


According to the latest information The Star can obtain at 2 


a. m. Judge Kellogg has carried Otsego by 2.500 plurality, Delaware 
county by from 1,800 to 2,000, Madison by about 1,000, Chemung by 
500, Schuyler by 300 and Tompkius by a small majority, he carrying 
the city of Ithaca by 23 plurality. 


Judge Hill of Chenango carries his own county by 2.500 plurality 


and Cortland by 1,400, with his next largest vote in the county of 
Broome where he received 781. 


Tuthill has a small majority in Broome county of probably not 


to exceed 500 or SOO and a majority of less than 1.000 in Tioga, his 
native county. 


It was stated in Binghamton and Norwich that the nomination 


is not conceded to Judge Kellogg at 2 o'clock but they are refusing 
to concede Delaware county to Kellogg by anything like 1,500 ma- 
jority.

RECEIVED A CHECK FROM OXMAN

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 19. — F. 


E. Kigali of Grayville, 111., testified to- 
day that Frank C. Oxtnan, Durkee, 
Ore., caitleman, offered him his per- 
sonal check for S250 to give false tes- 
timony in the trial of Thomas Mooney, 
convicted of murder in connection with 
the bomb explosion here in July, 1916. 


"Oxman made the offer after I told 


him and 
Attorney Fickert 
that I 


would make a poor witness for the 
state," Kigali declared. "He repeated 
the offer dozens of times. ! rejected 
it each time." 


Kigali also asserted Oxman outlined 
scheme whereby he was to receive 


approximately $2,000 as a reward for 
his testimony. Rigail told of the re- 
ceipt of two letters 
on which 
the 


charge against Oxman is made. Ox- 
man admitted that he wrote the let- 
ters. "Part of the first of the letters 
reads:

Say* Conservation Does Not

AGED SOAP BUBBLES. 


O*war M*kM MoMtcr On** and Than 


K**p* Th*m For Month*. 


The transient existence of the soap 


bubble Is proverbial, but Professor J. 
Dewar, la * discours* recently deliv- 
ered at the Boytl "Institution in Lon- 
don, explained how seep bubble* 
could be made to last for month* and 
exhibited several specimens. The first 
requisite Is that the air used in blowing 
the bubble shall be free from dust. 


In Professor Dewar's process the air 


is filtered through cotton wool, and the 
bubbles are blown by opening a •top- 
cock In the air Bupply tnbe. For the 
soap solution he prefers the purest 
oleic add (tested by th« iodine num- 
ber) and ammonium *oap (not pota*- 
sinm or sodium). 


To make a bubble durable the sac ef 


liquid must be removed from its bot- 
tom by suction through tubes applied 
from outside. The lecturer showed bub- 
bles that had endured for months and 
that were more than half a yard In 
diameter, blown In gloss vessels con- 
taining pure air at atmospheric pres- 
sure 


A little water is kept at the bottom 


of tbe vessel A uniform temperature 
of about 50 degrees F ia favorable to 
longevity. Some of Professor D 'war's 
smaller bubbles w«sre nearly a year old. 
—Philadelphia Press.

socks and other articles made by mem- 
bers of the Red Cro»» have been cur- 
rent to the effect that our soldiers 
and sailors ar» obliged to pay for 
them. Also that they aie not allowed 
to use them after receiving them and 
that ihsy arc destroyed. In order that 
the falsity of these rumors might be 
established. Edward F. Theyson. presi- 
dent of the local branch of the Red 
Cross, has written to the American 
Red Cross tit Washington, asking that 
they advise him of, the true state of 
affairs and he received a reply which 
states: 


"We have been very much disturbed 


of late to receive letters similar to 
yours from a number of our chapters 
In the central part of New Tork state. 
These rumors that are going about the 
country, stating that the soldiers and 
sailors are obliged to pay for sweat- 
ers, socks and other things made by 
the members of the Red Cross a.re 
erroneous, and It is difficult for me to 
understand how they can originate.

material amount of grain. Low, rough 
pasture lurid, used for pasturing other 
stock and containing a natural supply 
of water, offers the best conditions. 
Many geese are kept in the south to 
till weeds, especially in the cotton fields, 
and their use could well be greatly In- 
creased for this purpose. They are good 
grazers and will do well on grass and 
forage crops alone, except during the 
winter months, wbe* they may bs fed 
largely on available roughage, euch as 
clover, alfalfa hay, silage, cabbage. 
mangel wnrzels or any waste vegeta- 
bles. If the grass or forage is limited 
it may be supplemented by light feeds 
of common oc home grown grains. 


Geese do not need shelter except dur- 


ing cold winter weather, when open 
sheds may be provided. Goslings arc i 
not usually "hatched until good pasture 
is available and need additional feed j 
only for a few weeks. The rang* of I 
pasture useJ either for goslings or for J 
geese should be large: enough so that 
the grass will remain clean or the stock 
should be moved frequently to fresh 
land. Coops, barrels or some other dry 
shelter should be provided for the young 
goslings. Geese are very hardy ant! 
free from diseases and Insect pests.

SURPLUS COCKERELS. 


Ration For Fattening Male Bird* That 


Are Intended For Market. 


For infertile eggs and for general 


economy in poultry production, cocker- 
els and pullets are separated as soon 
as they are large enough to distinguish 
the sex, says rhe American Agricultur- 
ist. Under such supervision the cock- 
erels which are not to be kept for 
breeding purposes are fattened at two 
or three months of age and marketed. 
The surplus cockerels are specially fed 
and upon restricted range accumulate 
flesh. They are brought to marketable 
broiler or roaster size at an early date 
and without great expenditure for feed. 
Under present conditions of costly pou 
try foods tbls last item Is a big one. 


During the first two months of th 


cockerel's life he may be fattened 
more rapidly than at any other period 
The gain in weight per pound of foo 
consumed is greatest when fattenin 
birds are not allowed too much eier 
else.

There Is no definitely prescribed die 


for old age, but there are a few rules 
that can b* followed: The total 
amount of food must be diminished. 
It mnst be thoroughly cooked and fine- 
ly chopped. 
Vegetables containing 


much cellulose should be freely nsad. 
Foods should be given in a liquid, semi- 
liquid or mush form, and dry foods 
should be avoided. Foods should not 
be given at shorter intervals than four 
or five hours.
